the entitlement to small entity status may have been lost on October 1, 2003. It is believed that 
all fees paid prior to October 1, 2003 were properly paid at the small entity rate. It is also 
believed that fees due in connection with this application on or after October 1, 2003 should have 
been paid at the large entity rate. 

Based on a review of our records, the only actions requiring payment of a fee subsequent 
to October 1, 2003 involve: (1) the Amendment dated February 26, 2004, and (2) the petition for 
a three month extension of time which accompanied the February 26, 2004 Amendment. The 
fees due in connection with these two matters were paid at the small entity rate but apparently 
should have been paid at the large entity rate. 2
